HOW IT It ALL BEGAN 


It started in a very acca wiser 
way——just a few lorries toiling up 
the hill above Wong Nei Cheong Gap 
at four o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
But detachments of local troops 
were already quietly at work among 
the hills, There was the RASC, 
which was unloading mysterious 
boxes and canvas bags from lorries, 
doing the arduous.but necessary 
work of preparation, Then the 
telegraphy section were much in 
evidence, unrolling coils of insulat- 
ed wire and attaching it to posts 
that had been erected at various 
sections of the country. Every’ 
corner had its decorationrof yellow- 
covered wire, and before many 
hours the “war” area between Wong 
Nei Cheong and Repulse Bay was 
the centre of an efficient telephone 
service. Indeed, the communications 
were the most excellent features of 
this “mock warfare,” which, as 
renders of the “China Mail” already 
know, took the form of an invasion 
of Hong Kong fram the sea. 

NOT A SECRET 

The affair, for some unexplained 
reason, had been planned with the 
greatest secrecy and apparently 
zealously kept for none but Service 
ears, but only apparently. The 
“China Mail,” which waa not offi- 
cially invited to attend, heard of 
the ‘manoeuvres from its usual re- 

. Hable sources and gave the Informa- 
tlon to its readers beforehand. .[t 
was a matter of public intereat—

FORMER HONG KONG UNDESIR-

‘ News has ieached Hong Kong 
that two undesirables, whose iden- 
tities are well known to the local 
authorities, have been captured up- 
country after an affair with which 


piracy, politics and smuggling were 
mixed up. The "China Mail” cor- 
respondent at Pakkai, the port of 
Kongmoon, in the lower West River 
delta, about 100 miles E.N.E. of 
Hong Kong, throws light on develop- 
ments and mentions, incidentally, 
the effect of the campaign of the 
Ironsides (who are not not too well 
liked because of their supposed 
Radical tendencies). 

CURIOUS EXPERIENCE 

: Pakkai, Yesterday. 


As I stated in my previous re- 
port, outlawa venture out as soon 
as the garrison is withdrawn for 
active service elaewhere, and sev- 
eral bands have been active of late. 
One had a curious experience. 


Professing to be adherents to 
General Chang Fa-kuel, Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Ironsidea (they 
merely did so because they were 
bandits and therefore in opposition 
to the constituted authority), a 
group of men stole (they said “cum- 
mandeered”) © the 
“Sun Ning Wo” at Suncheong. 

One of their first ventures was 
to pursue the wealthy passenger 
tow-boat plying between Centon 
and Suncheong, the venue. being 
Sam Kong Hau (near Gaemoon). 
The launch towing the junk put 
on-speed and another launch’ act- 
ing as escort opened fire to such 
deadly effect that the bandits fled 
ignomintously. 

The robbers then attacked the 
Taumoon tow-boat. The launch 
towing the latter cut the rope 
(leaving the junk to her fate) and 
got away. The junk drifted on 
to the river bank, however, Pro- 
vidence thereby furnishing the 
hapless passengers with an avenue 
of escape. The self-professed 
“Tronside’ bandits could not ap- 
proach in their launch because the 
water was too shallow. 

PASSENGERS: TAKEN 
RANSOM 


Baulked a second time, these 

adventurers embarked . again. 
Some time or other they had on 
board thelr launch an assortment 
of hand grenades, Lewis gune 
(third hand), Mauser pistols and 
ammunition. They made out that 
the Tronsides had given it to ther 
for purposes of war! They, how- 
ever, succeeded at last {in their 
career of buccaneering. The Nam 
Sui tow-boat was robbed. Pas- 
sengers were carried away for 
ransom and the cargo was loot- 
ed, 
Then the authorities | waxed 
wroth. An expedition was sent 
againat them; over thirty. were 
arrested and handed over to the 
Magistrate; and the two men 
“known” in Hong Kong were dis- 
covered. 

POSITION IN KONGMOON 

Kongmoon has been quiet, al- 
though extraordinary precautions 
are ‘adopted nightly in. view of 
the political crisis elsewhere in 
‘the province.

STEADY APPRECIATION IN 
VALUE TO OFFSET CRASHES: 


THE STOCK MARKETS 


Of late wo have heard a good deal 
of the serious losses involved in the 
recent collapse of speculative secur- 
ities, In Now York the fall from 
the highest points touched, which in 
some cases exceeded $100 a share at 
the worst, represents a very serious 
loss, at least on paper, and to some 
slight extent this haa been reflected 
in London so. far as regards secur- 
ities dealt in at both centres. The 
Hatry smash and the great deprecia- 
tion In the shares of same other 
groups here also represents ao dig 
loss to somebody. Altogether it ja a 
somewhat miserable record, which 
need not be emphasised, Instead, 
says “Truth” of October 80, attention 
may be called to the remarkable ap- 
preciation ‘in British Government 
securities that has been going on 
since soon after the Bank rate was 
ralsed to 6% per cent, The reasons 
for the rise fn gilt-edged stocka are 
fairly well known. 

The principal is the great improve- 
ment in the foroign exchange, es- 
pecially in the  sterling-dollar rate, 
since the advent of dearer money 
here, for this improvement has alter- 
ed the aspect of the Money Market 
completely. In conjunction with tho 
collapse of the bull movement in New 
York, it has resulted in an import- 
ant repatriation of British and other 
funds which previously. were attract- 
ed to New York by tho abnormally 
high interest rates current there, and 
part of the transfer is being effect~ 
ed in the form of gold shipments to 
Europe, so that, instead of consider. 
ing the possibility of a further rise 
in our Bank rate (which might have 
been necessary had the bull move- 
ment in America continued), it is now 
not unreasonable to contemplate the 
chanees of a reduction. Th» augmon- 


tation of credit supplies here for the f 


Teason mentioned has pro’ sbly as- 
sisted the appreciation in our gilt- 
edged stocks, but another important 
factor is the greater disposition to 
invest in safoty-first securities pro- 
duced by recent unpleasant and dis- 
quieting events in the financial world. 
Not for the first time, the ond of a 
boom, with its attendant "losses to. 
those who are “left,” has driven 
‘available capital Into securities res- 
pecting the safety of which there {s 
not a shadow of doubt. As to tha 
extent of the rise in British Govern- 
ment stocks; it conveys little to say 
that since the beginning of the 
month the 6 per cent, War Loan 
has gained 1% and the 8% per cent. 
Conversion 83%. I show below, there- 
fore, in the case of the six biggest 
loans, the market valuations on Oc- 
tcber 1 in comparison with those on 
October 25 last, indicating in terms 
‘of money how much these securitics

THE NAVAL RESERVE 


The Auxiliary Training 
Ships 


The Various non-naval training ships 
established round the coaat, from the 
Worcester and Conway at one end of 
the scale to tho Arcthusa and 
Exmouth, or even the reformatory 
ships, at. the ‘other, are of Ineatimable 
value _to tha Royal Navy, for in war 
the Navy is bound to rely upon the 
Merchant Navy aos {ts mainstay just 
as it has relied in every war since the 
dawn of history, Tho lads turned out 
by these training ships mostly go into 
the Merchant Navy, when their early 
training =makea them particularly 
valuable as Naval Reservists, but some 
of them have gone direetly into the 
navy. The trouble is that in tho pre- 
sent, state of the British shipping in- 
dustry and. the cutting down of the 
Royal: Nav9, ig Imvqujte impossible to 
find billats for alt these youngsters, 
and even among the most promising 
there are quite a number who have 
to find employment ashore, or the 
most casual work afloat. Yet it would 
be quito impossible to let these train- 
ing establishments closo down, for 
they are of the utmost value and if 
their work were allowed to cease, re- 
commencing it would be a terrible 
task, Therefore, although the Ad. 
miralty is not able nowadays to give 
the training ships much help, efther 
in finance or in fnding billets for lads 
leaving, they still offer them overy 
encouragement, and there is no doubt 
that the Admiralty inspections of all 
these ships helos a lot in keeping thom 
up to thelr high standard. Sir John 
Kelly, Admiral Commanding Reserves, 
recently inspected the Mercury, where 
over a hundred lads who cannot afford 
the prices of the crack ships, 
a very excellent training. The inspec- 
tion was eminently human, and the 
Admiral was able to sec the boys both 
at work and play. At the coneluston 
of the ceremony he expressed un- 
bounded satisfaction at what he had 
seen, and it ts only to be hoped that 
his satisfaction can find expression in’ 
really practical form. The Inds turn- 
ed ont by the Morcury are tolerably 
sure of employment,.. but it 
is an opportunity for the Ad- 
miralty to look into the whole 
matter of the training ships 
and see whether something cannot 
done to improve the chances of the 
hoys In finding really permanent em- 
ployment to the bonofit of themselves, 
their. employers and tho nation at

DISARMAMENT - 


Overseas Navy Leagues’ 
Warning 


A conference ‘of representatives of 

overseas branches of The Navy League 
and of the Navy Leagues of Canada 
and South Africu was held in London, 
when the following resolutions were 
unanimously passed:— . 
. "That the limit of reduction has cer- 
tainly been reached in British naval 
disarmament and we, wholeheartedly 
endorse the manifesto of the Navy 
League adopted at the Grand Council 
of May 8, 1929, which was as fol- 
lows:—We endorse the great ideal of 
a gencral limitation of armaments, 
But wo fcel that such disarmament is 
only practicable on thea basis of its be- 
ing general and simultaneously pro- 
gressive, while retaining residpal de- 
fence forces proportional to each coun- 
try's responsibilities, We ‘disagree 
with those who ‘advocate one-sided dis- 
armament. This country has al- 
ready led the way {a disarmament by 
reducing its navy, army and air force, 
and we feel that further reduction on 
our part without: parallel reductions 
on the part. of the other. Powers will 
not only jcojardise tho security of this 
country ond the Empire, but will im- 
peril ‘world peace’ by rendering it im- 
‘possible for Great Britain to meet her 
great obligations, and in view of our 
progressive’. trade with the British 
Dominions, India, ond all other parts 
-of the Empire, it becomes increasingly 
‘{mportant to defend and. keep opetr 
the sca routcs-of the world.” : 

Also, ‘that thls conference is 
strongly of opinion that ‘a policy, 
denying the right.of search of neutral 
vessels carrying contraband of war 
and munitions to ‘an énemy would un- 
doubtedly’ prolong’ the destruction of 
human life, for: it-would enable an 
enemy to supply; itself with on un- 
restricted importation of ite requisites 
forecarrying on a war, and that this 
conference in‘ the’ interests, not only 
of the British “Empire, but of all 
nations, ‘advd8ates the niost” determin- 
ed opposition to the pernicious doctrine 
of the.freedom of the seas ‘in time of

A. MOTORIST IN 


HERE {s a story current of a 

New York taxicab drivar whose 
nerve gave way when driving in 
London owing to the loneliness of 
the Strand. 

This is not so difeult to believe 
if one stands in Fifth-avenue 
about ‘five o'clock in the evening, for: 
whatever Londoners may think, 
traffie congestion there ig only in its 
infancy: compared with New York. 
I completed a journey of less than 
three miles in an hour and ten 
minutes, and this is the usual ex- 
perience. * f 

The common system of traffic con- 
trol in all large American citles is 
by light signals automatically 
changing at fixed-intervals from red 
to green and vice versa, such a3 may 
be seen in’ Exeter, Neweastle, and 
some other places in England. Down 
New York’s long avenues the lights 
change simultaneously, so that for 
miles ahead you may see a vista of 
red or green on the tall signal stan- 
dards. 

The cross-streets are all one-way 
traffic routes, north along one street, 
south, along ‘another, and 30 on 
alternately. . 

Excellent as this plan may ap- 
pear in theory, it does not work out 
well in practice, the chief gbjection 
to it being the fact that traffic is 
often held up quite unnecessarily, 
especially at night-time; and when 
an intelligent’ human controller 
would open the way for cans to pass 
they are now prevented for several 
minutes from crossing an empty 
street. 

Progression in the avenues is by 
a series of short spurts at 50 milea 
an hour, followed by long waits at 
the traffic blocks. , 

Parking {s probably . the ' most 
fruitful cause of congestion. Tt is 
allowed in American cities to an 
extent that would make a London 
policeman weep. An uninterrupted. 
line of cars on each side of the cross- 
streets in New York reduces the 
traffic way by ‘half or even two- 
thirds. These obstructive cars seem 
to remain there all day and even all 
night. 

In Washington -I saw: many thou- 
sands of private cars left out all 
night in the residential streets.
